Tlie Bill Passes the Senate 


by a Decisive Vote.

WAsniNOTOir, January 25.—-The bill 


pledging the faith of the United States 
to do the construction work of the 
Hiearagnft canal passed the senate to- 
night by the decisive vote of SI to 21. 
The bill in brief directs tho issue of 
$70,000,000 in Nicaragua canal bonds. 
Euch of these is to bear tlio following 
guarantee: "The United States of 
America 
guarantees 
to the 
lawful 


holder of this bond payment by the 
Maritime Oanal Company of Nicaragua 
»f the principal of naitl bonds and the 
interest accruing thereon as it accrues " 
An additional $30,000,000 of bonds is to 
be issued without tho United States' 
guarantue. Tho total of $100,000,000 
thua isiued is to be used in constructing 
tho inter-oceanic canal. 


Tho secretary of the treasury is to 


havo general supervision of tlio project 
and a board of directors IB to have im- 
mediate charge of tho work. The board 
is to designate ten members, no more 
than two from 
nny one state. The 


United SUtca is to receive $70,000,000 in 
canal company stock in return for guar- 
anteeing the bonds and IB to hold a 
mortgage lion on all property of the 
canal company. 


Aside from the firm! debate and vote 


on the Nicaragua bill, the main interest 
«f the dny attached to a vory caustic 
•peach by Mills ot Texas upholding the 
•wlminiBtrntion policy in Hawaii, and 
incidentally scoring the fiugar trust. 


When the Nicaragua canal bill was 


taken up, White of California presented 
« letter from London stating that, if tho 
United States did not proceed witlt the 
canal project, British capital would atop 
in and carry out tho plan. 


\VoIcott offered 
an amendment re- 


quiring the canal company to purchase 
Ita material and construction machinery 
in the United Htates, Nicaragua or 
Costa Rica.

MEXICO'S ULTIMATUM.

WASHINGTON, January 25.—The prin 


cipal subject tinder consideration at the 
Republican senatorial caucus was on the 
question of senatorial elections in state 
where there are eenatorial deadlocks 
No formal expression of opinion wa 
•licited. This was because of the gen 
sral opposition which seemed to prevai 
against senatorial interference. There 
was also some expression of opinioi 
upon the order of business in the sen 
ate from this time forth, but no vote wa 
taken.

There was n< 
reference to tho silver question in tin. 
discussion, but the eastern senators as a 
chiss seemed inclined to oppose the ad 
mission and the western senators tc 
favor it BO far as an expression was ob 
tained. The nearest approach to a de 
cision by the caucus waa in the matte 
of a resolution by Senator Allen regard 
ing the alleged election frauds in Air 
bama, on which the Republicans wi 
probably stand together to encourag

There are five republics in Cential 


America; Guatemala, Salvador, Hon- 
duras, Costa Rica and Nicaragua. These 
have been fertile fields for rebellions and 
civil wars since they achieved their in- 
dependence from Spain. Of late years 
there has been a growing desire among 


. the more enlightened and 
patriotic 


statesmen in all of these countries to 
unite under one government, with each 
of the present republics aa a state. In 
this they wish to follow the example ol 
the United States and 
of Mexico. 


Guatemala is by far the most powerful 
of the five republics and its position aa 
leader is undisputed. But the petty 
jealousies have always stooa in the way 
of uniting under one government. 


The statesmen understand that if 


—~— these republics could como together on 


one question, and make it a national 
one, the forming of a general govern- 
ment would be easy. The present diB- 
pnte with Meiico, if it leada to war, will 
furnish the occasion. The five republics 
•will form an alliance against Mexico, 
ind in that common cause all local jeal- 
ousies'will be/buried. These seperate 
states probably never could be united in 
•ny other way. 


The result of a war between Mexico 


and Central America would naturally 
be victory for the former. Meiico has 
an area of 760,000 square milea and a 
population of 11,600,1)00. The five re- 
pul\lic« nniUsd have an area of 166,000 
•quare miles and a population of 3,MO,- 


- 000. The' former, both in area »nd 
• population, ia four times aa powerful as 


the allies would be. There is little dif- 
ference in the civilization and fighting 
qualities of the people. However, tbe 
Anal result might, not be decided by 
nnmberi. There bave been examples of 


• 
imall nations deleating those far more 
populous and weaHhy.
